Defeat of Column on Lake 


Kianta Puts End 


To Threat

With Finnish Forces on the Lake 


Kianta Front —{3>— The Finns ap- 
parently held the initiative in a rov- 
ing, hit-and-run war today deep in 
the brooding forests along both 
sides of the frontier in this wild 
northland. 


Skiing Finnish patrols were re- 


ported to have cut the Murmansk 
railroad at several places after for- 
eys deep into Soviet territory. The 
railroad is the only supply line to 
harrassed red army forces in the far 
north. 


The raids against the railroad, 


which winds through the lake-dot- 
ted Russian wilderness at distances 
of from 50 to 150 miles from the 
border, were said to have been part 
of an encircling drive by Finns 
pursuing remnants of the routed 
163rd Russian division. 


The crushing defeat, of the Rus- 


sian column on frozen Lake Kianta 
ended, at least temporarily, the red 
army's threat of splitting Finland in 
two with a drive across her nar- 
row "waist" and opened the way 
for the Finnish sallies. 


Huid-to-Hand Fighting 


With the main bodies of both 


armies lying back now, the fighting 
has been largely hand-to-hand guer- 
rilla skirmishes between ski sol- 
diers; mostly in Russia, and am- 
bushes by the white-clad Finns 
who swoop in sudden attacks and 
vanish. 


There no longer was a well-de- 


lined battle line in the meandering 
warfare in a zone that takes 40 
hours to tour by automobile. 


War and peace mingle strangely 


_ close to the embattled areas. Along 
the roads to the front in the Arctic 
darkness one sees a milk-maid on 
the way to her morning chores and, 
returning at night the automobile's 
headlights pick out a boy pumping 
a bicycle. 


Driving to the front in a blizzard, 


my car slipped into a six-foot snow- 
bank. An ambulance towed us out 
and after an hour's wait the Finns 
turned out a fast snowplow to clear 
the road ahead. Because of the 
weather and the thickly-wooded 
country-side, most travel ;n this 
season is by ski. 


At every army stop, efficient 


women of the Lotta Svard. the Fin- 
nish women's auxiliaryt who oper- 
ate the field kitchens while their 
men fight, brought out coffco, tea 
and sandwiches. 


Russia Reported

Moscow—(J>—Soviet Russia 
was 


reported to have concluded a com- 
mercial treaty with Bulgaria, open- 
ing a largely undeveloped trade 
field, while similar negotiations 
were begun with Japan and con- 
tinued with Germany. 


Bulgarian sources said the pact 


which might be signed today, dealt 
principally with a Black sea ship- 
ping accord, and that political ques- 
tions were not involved.

treaty.) 


A Japanese delegation which ar- 


rived in Moscow yesterday was ex- 
pected to conduct lengthy trade ne- 
gotiations. 


Japs Seek Supplies

States Jan. 26, Japanese quarters 
have said Japan must find other 
sources of supply, suggesting Rus- 
sia for this role.)

sian ambassador in Tokio, received 
last night a check for 5.809.565 yen 
($1,365,247) as Manchouko's final 
payment for the former Chinese 
Eastern railway.

Final payment had been withheld 
pending settlement of other issues, 
but was agreed upon when Japan 
obtained a one-year extension of 
fishing rights in Russia's Far East- 
ern waters last Dec. 31.

drawn up to the chest, head bloody, 
eyes blacked and a temple wound 
which police said might have been 
inflicted by a bullet 


Neighbors did not know the wom- 


an, her description did not check 
with those of missing women in the 
vicinity and police held to the the- 
ory the trunk was carried from 
some distance and tossed into the 
alley from an automobile. 


Without removing the body, cor- 


oner's aids took the trunk "to the 
morgue to search for identifying 
marks in the clothing. 


Negro Finds Body 


Mrs. Helen Robinson, returning 


from an early morning visit to a 
bakery, first saw the trunk in the 
alley between Wentworth avenue 
and Wells street. Thirty-fifth and 
Thirty-sixth streets. 


She told her husband, Frank, a 


Negro, who went to the alley and 
dragged the trunk to his rear yard. 
It was too heavy for him to carry 
easily into the house, so at the rear 
porch he battered off the lock. 


The slight body lay on the bot- 


•tcra of the trunk, which measured 
21 by 40 inches in area and 24 inch- 
es deep. 


Police estimated the woman was 


between 50 and 60 years old; the 
waves in her grey hair appeared to 
have been set recently; her clothing, 
•while not expensive 
was fairly 


good: a black crepe dress, black 
shoes and brown coat with an in- 
expensive fur jacket or cape. 


The trunk was not costly but 


was relatively new; it was of dark 
green and black metal with brass 
bands. A removable tray -which 
fitted near the top was missing. 


Neighbors said they had heard no 


commotion in the alley during the 
night, but could not agree on what 
time the trunk might have been 
placed there. 


One said he had not seen it there 


at 7 a. m. Another, Mrs. Victoria 
Sirio. said she had observed it about 
6:30 a. m.

New York—Daniel A. Serritella of Chicago is a Republican member of 


the Illinois state senate whose official position may be cited to prove the 
actual connection between government and the criminal underworld in 
that city and state. To the people of Chicago and Illinois it may seem 
naive to labor the point that the underworld participates in their govern- 


ment Few of them can remember when they did not 
accept this fact as the normal condition in American 
life. In this respect natives of Chicago who grow up 
and spend their lives there may be compared to chil- 
dren born and raised in some horrible waterfront 
slum, who know the vice from their earliest flicker 
of intelligence and never realize that things are dif- 
ferent elsewhere. 
/ 


Although he is a Republican. Serritella is a politi- 


cal ally of the ruling Democratic gang which has sub- 
sisted largely on the graft taken from a big syndicate 
of horse-gambling rooms. The democratic gang does 
not oppose Serritella, and he plays along with the 
gang. 


In 1937 Serritella and the Moe Annenberg mob of 


horse-room racketeers brought out a scratch sheet in 


Feeler 
opposition to one published by the Bulletin Record 


Publishing Company. The Bulletin Record crowd brought suit against 
these rivals in the federal'court, charging infringement and monopoly. A 
scratch sheet is a gambler's trade journal dealing in betting information 
and predictions regarding the races. It also provides for its subscribers by 
phone the results of the races and other last-minute advice. 


In Chicago, thanks to the alliance 


of city, county and state govern- 
ment with the criminal underworld, 
the citizens are encouraged to bet 
on the races in poolrooms run by 
criminals. There were until recently 
about 650 such rooms in Chicago 
and 350 in Cook county outside the 
city limits. The more money the 
people bet the more money the gov- 
erning political machine collects for 
"protection" or "ice," and the more 
poolroom jobs there are for minor 
hoodlums and heels belonging to the 
organization. To defend this polit- 
ico-criminal racket the Democratic 
machine has audaciously argued 
that gambling on the races is an in- 
eradicable local custom and that the 
horserooms, therefore, constitute a 
public utility. Judges elected by the 
ruling mob refuse to convict em- 
ployees or operators of the rooms, 
and the police customarily let them 
alone.

The Effects of Sleep 


When we lie down, even though 


we are awake, our blood pressure 


the long stretch from evening till 
breakfast. Meanwhile, the kidneys 
can filter out the remaining waste 
products from the blood and thus 
put us on a normal basis for start- 
ing the new day. 


These effects can be accomplished 


almost as well while we are lying 
down but awake, as when we arc 
sleeping, so there is no great reason 
to worry about insomnia. 


In fact, we have much evidence 


to jfcow that we sleep too much. 
Thomas A. Edison conducted an ex- 
periment with 8 of his men who 
worked an average of 21 hours per 
day for five weeks without any ap- 
parent injurious effect. 
Insomnia Isn't Seriously Harmful 
Some of our American psycholo- 


gists have gone for 60 or more hours 
without sleep, and our marathon 
dancers and walkathon contestants 
snatch only small doses of sleep, 
even while dancing or walking, yet 
apparently suffer no serious in- 
juries. 


Cows and horses, dogs and cats, 


i sleep relatively little. Our great- 


est human need is probably for 
mental relaxation 
and 
freedom 


from nervous tension. 


A man who is happy and at peace, 


can get along without much sleep, 
where the tense, jittery 
oerson 


r.eeds greater relaxation.

habits of living, plus some outdoor 
exercise in wind and sun, will usu- 
ally beat all the sedatives in the 
world for producing sound slumber.

THE BRIDGES CASE

A jury is employed in most of the con- 


troversies that arise. In some cases a com- 
missioner is named to ascertain the truth. 
The latter method is almost invariably 
employed where the law puts the burden 


of ascertaining the facts upon some in- 
dividual such as a governor in proceed- ! 
ings to remove county officers or the 
Secretary of Labor in proceedings to de- 
port aliens who have bitten the hand that 
welcomed them. 


Dean Landis, a scholar and citizen of 


high standing, appointed to take the evi- 
dence and make recommendations in the 
notorious Harry Bridges case, listened to 
evidence for weeks and concluded that 
Mr. Bridges was not a Communist nor 
affiliated with the Communist party. 


Most of America will not be disposed 


to criticize this conclusion except inso- 
far as it gives to the expressions "affiliated 
with" a most restricted meaning. 


When Dean Landis decided that Mr. 


Bridges was not a Communist he passed 
upon evidence, the merits of which he 
had much better opportunity to study 
than the rest of the country. But when 
he, and the lesser federal courts that 
seem to uphold him, determined that ir- 
regular solicitation of Communist aid and 
acceptance of Communist help are in- 
sufficient but must be shown to have 
actually ripened into an alliance before 
it can be said that an affiliation has taken 
place, he has to our mind, mistaken as 
clearly as 'if he .denied that there is an 
affiliation between the Reds and Hitler 
today merely because there is not a com- 
plete intermixture and elimination of all 
barriers or distinctions. 


.Dean 'Landis* construction of the ex- 


pression "affiliated with" renders the fed- 
era! law just about worthless. Perhaps 
it was just one of those measures enacted 
by congress to make the people believe 
that a definite policy against aliens com- 
ing in here and grabbing the tiller of 
state had been adopted when no policy 
in fact had been created at all. Such 
things have taken place before. 


It is deeply to be deplored that a man 


like .Bridges grown to maturity under 
alien conditions, notoriously walking lock- 
armed with the Communists if not one 
of them, can come to America and take 
over a substantial position of direction 
in this country not only to the disspirit 
but to the confusion of our millions. 


We accept Dean Landis's conclusion 


that Harry Bridges was not a member 
Communist. But if we are to accept his 
conclusion that Mr. Bridges was not af- 
filiated with the Communist party then 
Mr. Landis should have reached one fur- 
ther conclusion, to-wit: That the depor- 
tation of violent aliens is just a farce.

Even the prophecies of the most astute

A survey of statistics shows that re-

This country face.-: a number of prob- 
lems, financial and otherwise because of 
the war, but it is not at war; even the 
pessimists must admit that some prog- 
ress was scored during 1939; even the most 
cautious economists admit there are cer-

Statistically speaking, mental attitude

But it does. 
The main source of good 


business is undoubtedly buying. Mental 
attitude certainly has much to do with 
buying. Even the man with a sizeable 
bank roll is not going to buy as much 
if he thinks hard times are ahead. Nei- 
ther is the fellow with a mite. 


Mental attitude will be a potent fac- 


tor in determining what kind of a year 
1940 is going to be, regardless of Europe.

LMOST "anyone knows that 
most of our song birds, who 
add such a pleasant touch to 


Bummer days with their cheerful 
music, fly south when cold and 
Btormy weather makes our northern 
states uninhabitable for the more 
•delicate feathered friends, but few 
know just where the birds go in 
their migratory flight or what perils 
they bravely encounter in fleeing 
the cold days. 


A surprising number of songbirds 


of all species fly as far down as 
South America for their winter so- 
journ and when their size and rela- 
tive weakness is understood, this 
leat is well nigh unbelievable. 


Imagine barn swallows which flit 


about of a summer evening helping 
to rid the land of ,thousands of pes- 
tiferous insects, flying to the South 
American continent. Along with 
them go warblers, sandpipers, bobo- 
links, yellowlegs and many more. 


Not all of the migratory song- 


sters make the complete journey. 
The long night takes its toll from 
their ranks and thousands upon 
thousands fall by the wayside, ex- 
hausted by the strain of the great 
distance they must go to find the 
necessary warmth for life. 


Dr. Alexander Wetmore of the 


Smithsonian Institute estimates that 
the ranks of the song birds are an- 
nually depleted by the southern 
flight to a much greater extent than 
the ranks of human beings are by 
a great battle, even with the terri- 
ble destruction that may be wrought 
by modern weapons. 


On an inspection trip to Venezue- 


la, Dr. Wetmore stood on a sandy 
beach on the north coast of the 
South 
American republic 
and 


watched thousands of birds come in 
so exhausted that they could scarce- 
ly eat when finally they came to 
land after an over the ocean trek. 
The birds were not only thorough- 
ly exhausted, but also were ema- 
ciated by their hazardous 
flight. 


The birds were literally nothing 
but skin and bones and their flying 
muscles were wasted away to mere 
thin bands. 


It is difficult to estimate what per- 


centage of the birds which started 
south for relief from the northern 
cold arrived at the hoped for destin- 
stion, but from the condition of 
those which finally did fly in it is 
certain lhat many of the weaker 
birds were unable to survive (he 
trying ordeal.

It is my opinion 
that the mists will- lift in start or- 
der, and that when the misunder- 
standings have been clarified, we 
all shall clearly see minor league 
baseball stand stronger and better 
equipped than it has in many years. 


To that vast throng which loves 


and patronizes .the game of base- 
ball, I give assurance that we rea- 
lize our obligations and that our ef- 
forts are directed toward each and 
every point we deem beneficial to 
a pastime that has stood the test 
for 100 years.

ATLANTIC CABLE 


Radio waves carry the human 


voice across the Atlantic, but this 
wonder ot the present age has not 
taken the place of cables. Cable 
lines are busy, and they take mes- 
sages across the ocean when radio 
fails. 


The ocean cable is not a new 


thing, but its history goes back less 
than a century. In 1844 Samuel F. 
B. Mcrse sent a telegraph message 
from 
Washington to 
Baltimore. 


That was a gieat step toward the 
ocean cable, which is a group of 
telegraph wires under the sea. 


The "Great Eastern" which helped 


in the successful cable-laying of 
1S66. 
Thirteen years later Cyrus W. 


Field, an American, worked to 
make a dream come true. After 
forming the 
"Atlantic 
Telegraph 


company," he tried to bring about 
the laying of a cable from New- 
foundland to Ireland. Seven copper 
wires were bound together to form 
a "cable" 2,000 miles long. 


The cable was let out from a ship 


departing from the Irish coast; it 
broke after 400 miles had been laid. 
The next year a British ship and an 
American ship followed a different 
plan. Each took about 1,250 miles of 
cable to midocean. There the cable 
ends were spliced together, and the 
ships moved apart. They let down 
the cable as they went, but alas! 
When the vessels were only three 
miles apart, the cable broke! 


The next month the same ships 


met again. This time they bad bet- 
ter wheels for letting out the cable. 
Three hours after the ships parted, 
a whale swam near the British ship, 
an'l grazed the cable— but it did not 
break. The American ship sighted 
icebergs, but managed to steer safe- 
ly past At lasl, both ships reached 
port The cable was completely laid 
dov/n! 


That event 
took place in the 


summer of 1858. Soon afterward, 
greetings were exchanged between 
Queen Victoria and President Bu- 
chanan. 


The first Atlantic cable carried 


732 messages before there was trou- 
ble. Then the wires "went dead." 
There was no way to repair the 
cable, and during the American Civ- 
il War no telegraphic 
messages 


were exchanged 
between North 


America and Europe. 


In 1866 two cable lines were com- 


pleted, and Cyrus W. Field was 
honored as a pioneer. 


Today there are cable lines from 


Canada to Great Britain and from 
the United States to various parts 
of Europe. We also have cables 
from Canada to Australia, and from 
the United States to Asia. Ocean 
cables lie along the bottom of the 
ocean, in the muddy substance 
known as "ooze."

Purebred licenses totaled 1:111 in

Revisions made by the 1939 legr 
islature in the stallion registration 
laws have placed the stallion reg- 
istration program on its most prac- 
tical basis in 35 years, according to 
Dr. V. S. Larson, chief of the live-1 
stock sanitation division. 


Thc revised law pcrmtis the li- 


censing of stallions even though 
they are not of pure breeding and 
registered, provided the stallions 
qualify as to size, type, and con- 
formation in keeping with the breed 
they represent.

cense. Since 1927 it was impossible 
to license a stallion for public ser- 
vice in the s,tate unless the stallion 
was purebred and registered.

Fortified with facts proving the 


1 magic power of advertising, more 


than 1,000 members of county dairy 
products promotion committees arc 
cooperating with thc Wisconsin Dai- 
ry Industries association in its drive 
to raise a minimum fund of $100,- 
COO to promote consumption of dairy 
products, according to a bulletin 
received by J. F. Magnus, county 
agricultural agent. 


Committees in every county in 


thc state arc busy with plans to 
raise county quotas, according to an 
announcement froni the associa- 
tion's headquarters here. The funds 
will be raised by securing pledges 
from dairy plants calling for a de- 
duction on each patron's check of 
one-half cent on every pound of 
butterfat 
delivered 
during 
the 


month of August. 


It is hoped that tha 400 million 


pounds of butterfat produced in 
ihe stale each year will be signed 
to the program, and there is no lim- 
it to the determination shown by 
thc county committees to make thc 
program succeed. 


Many counties are bending every 


effort to win thc distinction of be- 
ing the first to join the program 
100 per cent, according to Russeil 
E. Frost of the state department of 
agriculture who is serving as secre- 
tary of thc association during thc 
campaign. 


Wisconsin's 1939 acreage of corn 


for silage was the largest of any 
state in the nation, according to in- 
formation received by J. F. Magnus, 
county agent, from the crop report- 
ing service of the Wisconsin and 
federal departments of agriculture. 


About 48 per cent of the 1939 corn 


acreage was used for silage. Farm- 
ers in the state used 46 per cent of 
the corn acreage for grain, and es- 
timates indicate that six per cent 
was hogged down or used for graz- 
ing or forage. 


More than eight millioji tons of 


silage were produced in "Wisconsin 
in 1939. Over a million acres of 
corn were used for this purpose 
Another million acres were used for 
corn for grain, and the state's corn 
for grain production is estimated 
at over 40 million bushels. 


Although the total corn acreage 


was somewhat smaller than esti- 
mated for 1938. the 1939 production 
oi silage was about thc same as the 
year before. Wisconsin's total corn 
acreage in 1939 is estimated at 2,- 
233,000 acres, and the total produc- 
tion of all corn is estimated at near- 
ly 86 million bushels, which is be- 
tween four and five million bushels 
below the production in 1938. 


With the great 
importance of 


dairying in Wisconsin, the use of 
corn for silage is much greater 
than in other states. This state has 
the largest number of silos rcuorted 
fcr any state in the nation. In sil- 
rse production thc next ranking 
.states, Minnesota and New York 
produced only about 31 million tons 
in 1939.

Roosevelt Message Places 


America on Side of Allies

Washington—President Roosevelt devoted much emphasis in his annual 


message this year to the purpose of convincing the country that the Eur- 
opean war is our war and that the allies are fighting our fight 


The president and many in Washington are looking ahead to the com- 


ing months when they believe the war in Europe will become intense, 


with Germany and Britain fighting to a showdown to 
determine which is to be master. As% always, Mr. 
Roosevelt wishes to do everything, short of war, to 
support the allies against the aggressor dictators. He 
spurns—and this time with withering phrases—those 
who argue that this is Europe's war and of DO con- 
cern to us. 


Isolationists—ostriches, Mr. Roosevelt calls them— 


were pictured as wishfully, through "innocence or ig- 
norance or both," burying their heads in the sand— 
a practice which the president said was not good for 
the ultimate health of ostriches. He said only an os- 
trich would look upon these wars today through the 
eyes of cynicism or ridicule. There was certainly a 
strong whiff of the old crusade for democracy in this 
message. Carefully the president stopped short of any

talk of intervention—except in peacemaking—but he 


put the cas" for the allies in such terms that when the deep crisis comes 
in Europe and the desperate phase of the fight is on, we are going to feel 
like slackers who are not doing our share. 


Mr. Roosevelt does not believe the United States can live happily in- 


side its own barriers if the rest of civilization, commerce and culture are 
shattered. It becomes clearer and 
clearer, Mr. Roosevelt says; that the 
future world will be a shabby and 
dangerous place to live in—even for 
Americans to live in—if it is ruled 
by force in the hands of a few. 


He asks all Americans to look 


frankly at the possibilities for our 
children: 


1. If the world comes to be domi- 


nated by concentrated force alone— 
even though we are a great and 
powerful nation. 


2. If all the small nations through- 


out the world have their indepen- 
dence snatched from them or be- 
come appendages to relatively, vast 
and powerful military systems. 


3. If most of the world is com- 


pelled to worship the God imposed 
by a military ruler, or forbidden to 
worship God at all: if the rest of i 
the world is forbidden to read and j 
hear the facts—daily news of their j 
own and other nations of the truth j 
that makes men free. 


4. If world trade is controlled by 


any nation or group of nations 
which sets up that control through 
military force. 
Raises Old Issue of 
Safety for Democracy 


There, in stark term?, Mr. Roose- 


velt has sketched the kind of world j 
he thinks we shall face if Germany I 
and Russia win. He sees thc cxtcr-1 
mination of democracy, of religion,' 
of free speech and free knowledge. ' 


Note this passage: "Of course, the, 


peoples of other nations have the, 
right to choose their own form of i 


government But we in this nation 
still believe that such choice should 
be predicated on certain freedoms 
which we think are essential every- 
where. We know that we ourselves 
will never be wholly safe at home 
unless other governments recognize 
such freedoms."
